Session is Half Over. 


With the first half of the legislative session past, in- 


terest in the assembly doings will be intensified from thu 
time forward because of the big program of work sched- 
.uled for final disposition Avithin the next four week 
which will terminate the lease on life of the present as- 
sembly. As is inevitably the case, the early weeks of the 
session hayc been devoted largely to a threshing of the 
wheat from the chaff and of squaring away to put through 
a program which the members conceive to be either most 
'desired by the people or most needed to meet conditions 
and to fulfill pledges given in party platforms. Upon the 
record of the next few weeks the legislature of 1911! must 
stand for praise or for censure by the people which con- 
stituted it. 


Among the measures of chief importance to the peo- 


ple of the state which are to be definitely acted upon are 
the public utilities commission measure, a primary bill, 
highway legislation, the 
anti-cocaine- bill, 
housing, 


garnishee and a number of other topics scarcely less in 
importance. The definite legislation upon these subjects 
seems certain to be passed, and they arc so important that 
the legislature is not be blamed for taking ample time to 
assure itself that it is as nearly right as it is possible to 
get in dealing with them. The people have plainly indi- 
cated a desire for action along these lines. With them 
has been presented a mass of proposed legislation for 
•which there is no general demand, and which should not 
be allowed to becloud the more essential issues. 
If the 


legislators are wise, they will address themselves to the 
important matters in the remaining weeks of the session 
to the end that no party pledge shall remain unfulfilled 
when the adjournment comes.

It may bo 
that vivisection, as ita defenders claim, 
opened new doors of discovery, but it 
has been an expensive discovery.

ciety should insist upon the pursuit of 
knowledge, but it should not be per- 
mitted to bring new darkness or deaden 


'our best feelings. It is a question wheth- 
er there can be any re.il und true ad- 
vancement which leaves wreck of scnti- 
timcnt and honor. 


"I know what scientific and practical 


men are, apt to say about vivisection, 
'Let us have light at whatever cost.' To 
this there is this complete answer—so- 
ciety is not built on knowledge, hut 
honor, moral sensibility and spiritual 
judgment. 


"And 
there is yet a broad reason why 


vivisection should not bo practiced. Wo 
cannot afford to have, our children live 
in tho moral atmosphere, in which it is 
practiced. It hardens their sensibilities. 
That we can 
not 
too rigidly guard 


against. I think the inscription, 'Lest 
we grow hard,' should be placed over the 
entrance to every school, college, legis- 
lative hall and court in the country.

approval of the arguments in favor of 
"Safety First," rule* as expornded by 
MY. Bradshaw. 


The speaker was introduced by Freight 


Agent E. II. Kirklan.1. nf the Pennsyl- 
vania. 
The main points of Mr. Brad- 


shaw's lecture were, followed by stereop- 
licon views, showing how to do and how 
not, to do certain hazardous work. The 
pictures were not. th* speaker said, 
mere fancy sketches, bud reproductions 
of photographs of actual scenes occurring 
on tho Xew York Central lines. Similar 
scenes can be witnessed, he said, in any 
yard or shop in Fort Wayne, but through 
tho beneficent influences of the "safety 
first" movement inaugurated 
two or 


three years ago, (bey are becoming less 
frequent. 
Before giving the stcreopticon 


views Mr. Bradshnw spoke in part as 
follows: 


"Within tbe memory of men still liv- 


ing the first railroad spike was driven in 
America. In this short period the ra.il- 
ronds of our country, both in extent of 
mileage and efficiency of operation, have 
become the wonder and admiration of 
th« world. Indeed, tho history of Amer- 
ican railways is the history of talent 
and toil systematically and persistently 
applied fo material problems which have 
achieved results unpnraallelcd in the an- 
nals of mankind. Proud as wo justly 
are of these results, we must admit on 
mature reflection that they have been 
attained and are being maintained 
at 


too great a cost of life and limb. When 
we reflect upon the fact that last year 
in tbe operations' of the railroads of the 
United States one employe was injured

Serious to you. because 
you arc the ones who are paying the 
penalties—not the nfliciaK 
Who ever 


heard of a general nmnager being scraped 
from the side of a box car? 
Who ever 


heard1 of

Miperintedent of motive 


power getting his bands nuincled in the 
Hears of an unguarded machine? 
You 


trainmen, trackmen and shopmen are. the 
fellows whofic bodies are being placed 


pi>n the operating tables and cooling 


board*. 


'We are encouraged, however, when 


we think of this unfavorable record by 
the fuel that, during the last two years, 


ru has Kprcad over the country an 


earnest, intense interest in the promotion 


f greater safety in railroad operation. 


Tliis interest has brought about what is 
known as the safety 
first 
movement, 


which in less than two yenrs has extend- 
ed to riuire than 144.000 miles of rail- 
road in the United State*. 
The fact 


that, this movement lias secured the en* 
dorsement of such a large number of 
capable and conservative railroad 
offi- 


cials is pretty satisfactory evidence of 
its merit. The fundamental principle of 
this movement can be expressed in one 
word, 
'co-operation'- co-operation 
be- 


tween officials and employes. 


"For years we have been trying, and 


are still trying, to prevent railroad acci- 
dents by law. You cnuld loud a box ear 
with the statutes, rules and regulations 
prescribing what thou Hhalt and what 
thou shall not do in the operation of a 
railroad. 
I have nil fault, to find with 


the general purpose of them; laws. Many 
of them are meritorious, but they do not 
and they cannot go fnr enough. 
The 


law said equip all engines and cars with 
automatic couplers, and we have done it. 
Yet, Inst year in thn handling of thin 
simple and easy working appliance, near- 
ly 3,000 employes were injured. 
We 


have footboards and grnhirons on tho 
front and rear of engines in switching 
service, but what good do they do the. 
man who deliberately stands between 
the rails aii'l attempts to get upon an 
engine as it approaches, if h« happens 
to slip and fall? 
Our cars and engines 


are provided with almost, every conceiv- 
able safety device, yet last year onn out 
of every eight of onr trainmen was in- 
jured. 


"Laws apply to material 
considera- 


tions, but the most important piece of 
machinery on any railroad is man. What, 
good does it. flo to provide perfect ears 
and engines and roadbeds nnd automatic 
signals if you don't have careful men in 
charge of them? 
The human element 


is responsible for the greater percentage 
of preventable accidents nnd you em- 
ployes, who run the trains, who main- 
tain the track nnd the equipment—and 
not the legislators who make the laws— 
are the. ones, nnd you are the only ones, 
who can regulate the'human' element. 
I believe that I have good reason for 
saying that the human element—that is, 
the employes themselves—arc responsi- 
ble for tho greater number of personal 
injuries, which I will explain. 


''liefore. doing so, however, T wish to 


make, it plain that this is not a charge 
made against von in any 
fault-finding 


spirit. 
None of us have given enough 


attention to safety in the past nnd roy 
purpose merely ia to show you where you 
are. making mistakes. 
My reason for 


making this statement is this: 
On the 


New York Central for tho past eighteen 
months we, have been making a careful 
classification of injuries to employes ac- 
cording to the 
causes 
which 
produce 


them. 
Every one of the thousands of 


cases is.first investigated to determine 
(be 
neliiiil facts. 
Then the. cases are 


'separated into two classes—those purely 


j accidental and those which could have 
been avoided by the use of proper care. 
The avoidable cases are sub-divided into 
three classes: 
First, those due to de- 


fective or improper material conditions; 
second, those duo to improper methods 
of work or operations, and third, those, 
due to failure of employes to comply 
with rules and instructions or to n fail- 
ure to use good judgment in the absence 
of specific instructions. 


"Ity this classification we find every 


month that moro than half- often as 
many as two-thirds—of all avoidable in- 
juries are due to the third cause, or, in 
other words, to the fact that, some on.1 
or more, employes failed ^o do the right 
thing at the right time. Kow, T believe, 
that a conclusion reached in this way. 
by a Hateful study of the facts, applying 
over s. large area nnd during a 
long 


time, is entitled to some weight and if 
<,n, the. conclusion should convey a valua- 
ble lesson to you employes. 
If shows 


you where the trouble is."

them all few made such vivid,

traits as the work of a Ger- 


man artist, a copy of which is produced on 
this page for the first time. The portrait was 
begun at the close of the civil war and at the 
commencement of Mr. Lincoln's second ad- 
ministration, 
and it was finished after his 


assassination. 
W. F. K. Travers, the man 


who made the portrait, was an enthusiastic 
admirer of the war President, and he has 
thrown into his work 
all the enthusiasm 


which the life and friendship of Mr. Lincoln 


aroused in him. 


The artist was a son of a German portrait 


painter of Frankfort-on-the-Main.

Travers served in many campaigns under 
Blucher. and his son, W. f . K. Travers, re- 
ceived a military education in Germany. 
In 


the autumn of 1S64 Mr. Travers came to 
America from Germany and offered to serve 
in the Union army.

in a few words expressed his desire to paint a 
portrait of the President. 


"In some way," he said, "I want to be 


identified with these stirring times."

Mr. Lincoln, with characteristic kindness, lis- 
tened to his story attentively, and after ask- 
ing a" few questions said that although he 


didn't want to have his portrait painted he 
guessed he'd better. 


The first sitting was for an hour, and 


afterward the President sat for several short- 
er periods. When the work was far enough 
advanced Mr. Travers went with his studies 
to Frankfort-on-the-Main. where the painting 
was finished a few months after Mr. Lin- 
coln's death. 
The portrait is now in a studio 


recently opened by Mr. G. Prince at No. 546 


Fifth avenue. New York city. 


Mr. Webster, one time United States 


Consul at Frankfort-on-the-Main, was so im- 
pressed by the vividness and lifelike qualities 
of the portrait that he purchased it from Mr.

H had 
jreviously been but little injured, so it 
s said, but when the walla were pulled 
down they fell over onto the. machine 
nnd crushed it into a shapeless mass. 
It is completely ruined, being nothing 
now but scrap. 
The manager of The 


Courier put its value at $2,500. Aside 
from the vault contents nothings in the 
Courier office was saved, all the presses 
and other machinery being wreckage.
